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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 6-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Tingley'959 and what is known in the art. 

Tingley'959 teaches the laminate structure that includes fiber to improve strength of 
structural elements. See abstract, figures, column 1, lines 30-36, column 2, lines 5-26, summary 
of the invention, column 4, lines 24-40, column 5, lines 53-67, column 6, lines 1-10, example 3. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to include fiber layer in laminate structures of Tingley'959 and use such laminate to 
built furniture, since such would lower the weight and thickness and improve strength of the 
laminate. 
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Tingley'959 is relied upon as teaching a laminate material Tingley'959 also teaches 
that such laminate material may be used to make furniture. The Tingley'959 does not teach the 
specific structural limitations of claims 6-20 regarding furniture pieces. However, it would have 
been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention was made to 
construct furniture from the Tingley'959 laminate since it has been held that forming in one 
piece an article which has formerly been formed in two pieces and put together involves only 
routine skill in the art. Howard v Detroit Stove Works, 150 US 164. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The following terms are considered indefinite: 
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"thin laminate material"- there is no indication was thin means and compare to what part 
or layer, 

"high structural support", "high structural strength" - does not state what high means and 
compare to what value, 

The amendments, remarks and declaration submitted by applicants have been fully 
considered. The claims, however, remain unpatentable in view of the above rejections. 
Regarding the declaration, it is the examiners position that such declaration is not convincing 
because inclusion of fiber layer would necessary make such laminate thinner. The examiner 
believes that based on the prior art of record and what is known in the art it would have been 
obvious to include such fiber layer in the laminate to improve strength and minimize thickness.
